“  0  R  E  A  K  I  N  O  BREAD.” 

Il'iving  ri’ceiitlv  met  with  tfie  fillow’ing  account  of 
the  manner  of  breaking  bread”  amougst  the  Je  '  s,  in 
the  travels  of  Steplicn  Schultz,  a  missionary  to  that 
p  -ople  about  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  and  a  man 
of  truly  pious  and  apostolic  character,  you  may  perhaps 
deem  It  worthy  df  inserlion,  as  tending  to  shed  lichl 
upon  that  ancient  custom,  and  likew  ise  upon  the  origin¬ 
al  mstilulion  of  the  Lord's  supper.  Schultz  relates 
asfdlows:  . 

“There  reside  in  Gralzig  about  six  Jewish  families, 
who  are  co  npotent  to  hold  a  regular  synagogue  every 
Sabbath  diy,  which  must  consist  of  U;n  grown-up  per¬ 
sons.  During  the  four  weeks  1  remained  there,  I  had 
daily  opwrtunities  of  conversing  with  them  upon  reli¬ 
gion  ;  on  wh:ch  occasions  they  expressed  themselves 
with  wanii'.fi,  but  without  impropriety. 

“  One  Priday  afierf'ooii,  the  chief  of  their  synagogue 
came  to  my  inn,  and  inviK.’il  me,  in  a  friendly  manner,  to 
s  ip  with  him.  On  my  accepting  the  invitation,  my  land¬ 
lord  was  greatly  istonish  hI  that  I  coiihl  be  so  bold  as  to 
stay  witirthe  Jews  until  such  a  late  hour  in  the  evening, 
as  would  necessirily  ho  the  ca-^e  in  the  event  of  my 
goinj.  being  afmid  lest  some  niiafortune  should  belall 
me.  lie  cnncl oiled,  however,  with  saying,  ‘  Go  in  GihI’s 
name;  an  1,  placing  your  confidence  in  Him,  the  great¬ 
est  villains  will  liien  be  unable  to  injnro  you.  We 
will,  III*  anv.  Iiile,  walk  up  and  down  beiire  the  house, 
that  we  may  l«?arn  what  becomes  of  you.’ 

“  I  went,  tlicrchire,  to  sup  with  the  Jew,  and  found 
with  him  several  of  his  nation,  someot  whom  were  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  place,  and  others  from  a  distance.

at  tliat  time  affected  me  most  forcibly.  W'hen  I  left 
my  companion,  I  wont  home,  told  the  whole  to  my 
mother,  with  a  full  heart,  c.xpressing  the  hope  that  1

Words  cannot  describe  the  feelings  with  which 
many  of  us  listened  to  the  remainder  of  the  piece. 


It  is  impossible  to  view  the  cheerfulness  aniLhappi- 
ness  of  animals  and  birds  without  pleasure.

“  Tlie  vvliole  company  were  in  great  amazement  at 
this  ben  diction,  during  w  hich  tlic  bread  w'as  broken. 

S  iine  of  tliem  were  on  the  point  of  qniliing  tiie  table, 
but  the  rest  appeased  them,  and  said  it  was  a  new  bene 
diction.  I  explained  it  to  them  at  considerable  length, 

60  that  our  discourse  lasted  from  five  o’clock  till  mid 
nieht.  Meanwhile  wc  were  join'd  by  my  landlord 
an'd  two  otlier  Glirislian  friends,  who  afterwards  ac¬ 
companied  me  home,  greatly  pleased  vvith  the  ntten- 
ti  m  paid  me  by  the  Jews.  On  this  occasion,  I  will 
add  a  few  remarks. 

“  Whenever  I  have  taken  a  meal  vvith  the  Jews  on 
the  Sabbath  day,  the  Rabbi,  or  the  ma.ster  of  the  house, 
(ilways  broke  a  fiat  cake  in  two,  which  was  about  half 
an  inch  in  thickness,  and  a  foot  in  diameter,  bidore  the 
meal.  One  half  of  this  cake  he  held  in  one  hand,  and 
a  goblet  of  wine  in  the  otlier,  and  suoke  in  Hebrew  as 
follows:  ‘  nie.'sed  art  thou.  O  Gnd,  tlion  King  of  the 
world,  the  l/ird  onr  God,  who  ha.-.it  sanctified  us  in  thy 
comma’idmeiits,  and  Inst  blessed  the  fruit  of  the  earth 
as  well  as  tlie  fruit  of  the  vin"*.  Blessed  bo  thou  for 
ever  and  ever!  Auien.’  On  this  he  breaks  one  half 
of  the  bread,  and  dis’  ribnles  a  piece  of  it  to  every  guest ; 
he  then  lakes  a  drink  of  tiio  cup,  and  sends  it  round 
amongst  Ibcin. 

“  Now,  as  the  Jews,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  who 
knew  me,  look  me  for  a  Ralihi,  the  blessing  of  the 
bread  and  wine  was  committed  to  me.  Although  they 
perceived  from  my  benediction  tint  I  was  a  Chiristian, 
yet  limy  still  ate  and  dr  ink  because  I  had  retained  the 
principal  part  of  tii'dr  beiiedictiou.  Thus  they  knew 
mo  in  breaking  of  bread. 

“Suppo.sing,  lliereforc,  that  in  Christ’s  time,  this 
nunlc  of  breaking  bread  was  customary,  at  1<  ast  on  the 
Sabbath  day  and  during  the  fe.stivals,  and  was  ohservaal 
by  the  Jews  in  tlv*  Old  Testamental  manner,  Imt  by 
Jesus  in  the  New  Testamental  m  iniier,  his  companions 
at  table  would  easily  recognize  him  in  breaking  of 
bread.” 

It  appears  pr 'Ity  evident  from  this  narrative — pre- 
suppcasing,  with  the  worthy  aiuhor,  the  antiquity  of  the 
cu-'^tom  amongst  the  Jews — that  our  Lird  availed  him¬ 
self  of  tliis  usage  to  institute  an  ordinance  which  i-hould 
supersede  tlie  passnvor,  and  become  a  more  fri'quent 
memorial  to  his  believing  followers  of  his  sufferings 
and  death  on  the  cross  for  their  sins;  and  even  as  the 
pa.'Chal  lamb  vvas  a  type  of  tlie  same  thing,  and  as  the 
ancient  Israelites  partook  of  the  type,  thus  realizing 
by  faith  the  Antetype  itself,  so  the  bread  ami  wine 
were  to  lie  received  as  the  lioiy  and  hUvnl  of  Christ 
that  the  believing  communicant,  partaking  of  them  in 
the  exercise  of  faith,  and  thus  discerning  the  Ijord’ 
boJy,  might  be  by  this  moans  more  closely  united  in 
Hpiril  to  liim,  an  1  become  so  much  the  more  abundant 
ly  a  partiker  of  his  saving  and  sanctifying  infliiences. 

This  13  not  only  snfflciomly  apparent  from  our  l/>rd’ 
own  words,  “  Take,  eat,  this  is  my  body,”  &.c. ;  but  vv 
also  find  the  apostle  Paul,  in  the  chapter  preceding 
the  one  in  whicli  he  gives  such  a  full  and  explicit  ac 
count  of  the  institution  of  the  sacred  ordinance,  assert 
ing  that  “  the  cup  of  blessing  is  the  communion  of  .the 
blood  of  Christ,  and  the  bread  tlie  communion  of  his 
body.”  In  the  same  manner  he  calls  the  manna,  which 
the  Israelites  .ate  in  the  vvilderness,  spiritual  meet ;  and 
the  water  that  ffovved  from  the  rock,  spiritual  drink 
(I  Cor.  x.) 

But  there  is  another  idea  which  presses  itself  on  our 
attention.  Whilst  the  feast  of  tlie  p.a38over,  which 
though  a  S'dcmn,  was  at  the  same  time  a  social  rite, 
was  only  celebrated  once  a  year,  the  custom  of  break 
ing  bread  was  observed  every  Sabbath  and  other  holy 
days;  and  as  the  injunction  to  do  it  in  remernbranee 
of  Christ,  and  thus  to  sho  v  forth  his  death,  was  to  be 
obeyed  as  oft-'n  as  bread  was  thus  brokf’n,  it  would  ap 
pear  that  originally  the  observance  of  it  was  much 
more  frequent  than  m  the  present  day;  and  alsn  that 
it  vvas  not  confined  to  any  particular  place,  since  we 
are  told  that  the  believers  broke  bread  from  house  to 
house.  fcj.  J.
